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Claims 



/ Occlusive plaster consisting of at least one layer of a/amed material which is 
provided on the lower side with a skin-compatible self-a/hesive layer. 

2. Occlusive plaster according to Claim 1 , consisting J i top layer made of a foamed 
material and an inner layer made of a foamed material, the said inner layer being 
provided on the lower side with a skin-compatible4elf-adhesive layer.
